A. Child, The Scripture was not given 
forth for men to make Trades of them and 
to get livings by them, for they that doſo 
are all made by the will of men, and not 
by the Will of God,for none of the Saints 
in the Scriptures made a Trade of other 
Saints words, and all they that make a 
Trade of the Scriptures,are tuch as are not 
made by the Will of God; and hath not res 
ceived it from him, as they did that gave 
forth Scriptures, and fo the Scriptures 
were not given forth tobe made atrade of, 
bur to be believed. and to be read, and to 
be fulfilled, and co be practiſed, Mart. 3.15, 
and for people to come inco that which 
doth fulfl, Chriſt Jeſus who came to ful» 
fil, for the Apoſtles bid them read the 
Epiſtles, Row.$.g. and Chriſt ſayes,the Scri- 
ptures ought to be fulfilled , and the Pro- 
Phets, are you not to fulfil the Law and the 
Prophets? and he came to fulfil the Law, 
and the Prophets, Mat. 5. 17. and the Jews 
H 3 in 
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In the Law did not gnard the Apoſtles, bur 


wenc againſt them, for they preached 
Chriſt the end of the Law for Righreouſ- 
nefle fake to every one that did believe, 
Rom. 10, 4. and the end of all Types and 
Shadows and figures that held up the 
Law, and the Prieſthood that was made 
by the Law; fo Chriſt ends them all, and 
in him is the Law fulfilled, and not broken, 
and who 1s in him 1s 1n the end of the Law, 
the ſubſtance. 

Q. Father, What i that that muſt give me 
the Knowledge of God, and his Glory , and 
Chriſt, ſecing the Teachers of the World ſayes 
ell men are in darkneſſe, and John the Mmi- 
fter of God ſayes , Chriſt Jeſus doth enlighten 
every man that cometh into the World, John I, 
oO. Andour Miniſters made by the will of men 
denies it, but ſayes he doth not enlighten every 
man that cometh into the World, but ſayes men 
are in darkyeſſe ? 

A. Child, Theſe are them that be in 
darkneſfle chemfſelves, andare not the Mi= 4 
nifters of Chrift Jeſus, but are like unto 
the Phariſees and chief Prieſts that oppoſ- 
ed John, or like unto Herod, for this 1s the 
True Light that doth enlighten every man 
that comerh into the World, Chriſt jeſus, | 
and you were darknefſe, and Light ſhine * 
eth in darkneſſe,and the darkneſs —_—_— 

ends 
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hends it not. Now God having commanded 
a Light to ſhine out of darknefle,it ſhines in 
the deny gives the light of the knowledg 
of the Glory of God in the face of Chriſt 
Jeſus, and that is that will give thee the 
Knowledge of God, 2 Cor. 4. 

Q. Father, And how, the old Covenant of 
works, that ſtood on Types,and Figures,and ſha= 
dows without wan ? 

A. Child, That was a figure of the in» 
ward, for the Power of God was in 
man before he fell under the Pows- 
er of darknefle, then came the Law, the 
Power of God over man, and the Cove- 
nant of works, and the {laying of the 
Beaſts, a figure of che Lamb {lain from the 
foundation of the world, that muſt be of- 
fered up for theſins of the whole world, 
of mankind once for all, which ends the 
offerings of all the beaſts, Types, Fi- 
gures and ſhadows; ſo who comes to re- 
ceive Chriſt Jeſus his offering, the fleſh 
wch he gives for the world, that they muſt 
eat of that ſacrifice, Eph.2. 15 and drink his 
blood, and eat his fleſh if chey have life in 

him, there is no other ſacrifice to be eaten 
of but him,and ſo who comes now to him, 
hath the Power of God within, and the 
New Covenant within, and the Law with- 
in inthe heart. And ſoche firſt Covenant 
H 4 which 
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which ſtood in types , figures and ſhadows 
made nothing perfe& , but for the bring- 
ing in of a better hope, which hope was 
Chriſt, and this better hope Chriſt ends 
the firſt Covenant , Heb. 7, ig. the Types 
and the Figures, and the ſhadows, that 
made nothing perfe& , Chriſt the one of- 
fering makes perfe& , for every one that 
are (anCtified, Fobn 17.5. and who hath re- 
ceived Chriſt, hath received the Power 
of God within , which ends all Types, ſha 
dowsand figures, and deſtroyed the De- 
vil, thattempted men out of Truth into 
darkneſfle, and bronght men into the Ay- 
rie ſtate, where all men are thar be out of 
the Subſtance Chritt Jeſus , and who bein 
Chriſt the Subſtance, they are in him that 
was glorified with the Father before the 
World was made, and ſuch be in rhe 
Kingdom that hath no end, and knows 
the firſt Covenant, and knows the ſecond 
Covenant, andſuch as ſaw the firſt Co» 
venant and all things in it, Types, Fi- 
gures and ſhadows , and their time, and 
ſaw beyond it ( the ſubſtance ) the time -»*

Q., What is the higher power to which theſoul 
mt be ſubjec to? 

A. The higher Power is ordained of 
God, and is that which goes over all tranſ- 
greflors upon the Earth , and over the De- 
vil that is out of Truch, that ſer up his 
power of wickedneſle; So the Power is 
higher then his and all powers; when 
man had loſt the power of God within, 
then God ordained a higher Power over 
him, to which his Soul muſt be CubjeCt to, 
his Soul which is immortal , to the power 
which is immortal, which is of God and 
the Principleof God, direfing the mind 
towards God , there the power comes to 
be received, and there they come to wit- 
neſs the Power, the Higher, and the Lord 
to be their Law=giver, King and Judge, 
who reigns in theirhearts, and there fets 
up his Kingdom, and gives in his _

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and Judges the contrary , that a&ts con- 
trary to his power 3 Sothis Higher Power 
anſwers the Principle of God in every 
man, Which he hath tranſgrefſed, and re- 
ſpe&s no mans perſon, and 1s equal, even 
and juſt, without reſpe& of perſons, Fam. 
2+ 0. Rom. 12.1. 

Q., Father,It z the cuſtom of all the Teach- 
ers to ask their children the queſtions concerning 
names and things which they have made, that 
children doth not know until it be told them 
what they be, and i it not better for children 
to ask the queſtion of their Teachers that pretends 
the Goſpel, or of him that hath the Law, or of 
their Parents, is not it better for coildren to ask, 


as it was of old, when the children asked why 
they did f nay and ſuch a thing, as we mayread 
l 


in Exodus 12.26, 27, And it ſpall come to 
paſſe when your children ſhall ſay unto you, 
what mean you by this ſervice, that ye ſhall 
ſay, It is the Sacrifice of the Lords Paſſeover, 
Oc? 

A. Child, When Children asks concer- 
ning the Goſpel, and asks concerning God 
and Chriſt, they are nor to be ſtopped, bur 
anſwered as they were concerning the f1- 
gure; andas for the Teachers asking the 
Children hard queſtions which they have 
not learned of God themſelves,and which 
is not profitable, is to be ſtopped. 


Q. I but 
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Q. T but Father, The Teachers that Cate- 
chiſeth Children, askg of three Perſons and a 
Triity, and ſuch like things; and asketh us 
of two Sacraments, and Chriſts humane Body, 
and I cannot find theſe things in the Scriptures 
which they call the Rule, and do not they ask, 
me things beſides the Rule ? 

A. Yea Child, For the word Trinity , 
and the two Sacraments, and Chrifts hu» 
mane Body , and three Perſons , and 
Chriſt was not from the ground , he was 
the ſecond man the Lord from Heaven, 
humane is from the ground earthly, 1 Gor. 
15- 47. and the Scriptures ſpeaks, that 
he is Chriſt the Lord from Heaven, from 
above, but it doth not give his body the 
name humane; but he was of the Seed of 
Abraham, and of David according to the 
fleſh, and the ſcripture ſpeaks of Father, 
Son and Holy Ghoſt , but not the word 
Trinity and three perſons, that they have 
brought out of the Common-prayer- 
Book,the old Prieſt hath not yet forgotten 
the Common-Prayer-Book, & toſpeak ac- 
cording to ſcripture, for the {cripture 
{peaks of Baptiſm & the Supper ofcheLord, 
bur it is the Common-prayer-Bock that 
ſpeaks of ewo Sacraments (and the Papilts 
have ſeven Sacraments ) not ſcriptures. 

Q. And Father, The Teachers that Catechiſ- 
eth askes me whether the Scriptures be not the 


Word 
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Word of God, and the Saints that gave forth 
the Scriptures ſayes ,. they are the Words of 
Gol ? 

A. They are fo Child, as thou may -« 
read Exodus the twentieth Ch. and ſothey 
call the Scriptures by Chrifts Name, whole 
Name 15 called the Word of God; fo they 
have more need to be catechiled them - 
ſelves, John 1. 

Q. Father, How ſhall a man come to the Image 
of (0d, and int9 the JViſdom of God by which 
all things were made and created ? 

A. Child, Chriſt is the Image of God, 
which doth enlighten every man that co- 
meth into the world that is in tranſgreſ- 
fion, that hath loſtit; and ſo every one 
that cometh into the world receiving the 
Light that Chriſt hatch enlightned him 
withal, believing in ic and walking in it, 
he ſhall walk in Chriſt the Image of God, 
who gives them Dorinion over all the 
Creation, who brings them to the Father, 
him by whomall things were made, who 
1s the Wiſdom of God , the Power of 
God, and the Righteouſnefſe of God, 
John 1. 12. Fohn 9. 1. Eph. 1.19.25. Col. 2. 
10. 

Q_Father, How ſhall Tſee my Redeemer,my 
' Santiifier, my Fuſtifier, aud with what ? 
| A. Child, By the Light ar =

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Chriſt the Saviour, the SanCtiher, the Fu- 

ſtifier , the Redeemer hath enlightened 

thee withal, that Light that lets thee ſee 
thy (ins, lets thee ſee thy Redeemer,Chriſt 
from whence it comes, and the Lighe will 
let thee ſee that thou art not clean, the 
ſame light will let thee fee Chriſt that ſan- 
Eifies thee, the ſame juſtifies; So he is 
called the juſtification, and the Redem- 
ption 3 So Chriſt Jeſus the Sandtifica» 
tion, the Juſtification , the Redeemer, 
that doth enlighten every man that com> 
eth inco the World, who is the Salvation, 
men negle&ing the Light they negle& the 
Salvation, fob!

Q. Father, Cai any one be made a Miniſter 
of Chrijt for money , or any one buy the gift of 
God ? ' 

A. Nay Child, It is perfe&, and the 
Will of God is perfe&, and the gift of 
God is nor to be compared fo gold and fil- 
ver, orany other thing that will corrupt, 
or is tobe lold, fob 28, Ads 8 2r, 

Q. Father, Are they all in the Gall of bitterneſs, 
that is buying aud ſelling that which they call 
the gift of God ? 

A. Yea Child, Their bitter Gall ſhews 
it ſelf, and thoſe rhat tell people” they are 
gifced men from God, and ſells it for mo. 
ney, they are them that deceives people, 
for 
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for they never received it from God, but 
from Books or Schools, or old Hiſtories 
and old Authors, and old rowls of Paper, 
and rhe gift of God cannot be gotten for 
Gold nor Silver, AGs£. 2c, nor the pre- 
ciouſeſt chings upon the Earth , neicher is 
it to be valued with it, and ſuch as receives 
the gift of God muſt deparc from' in, 
and depart from evil , thar the heart may 
be clean to receive it, that it may be ſan- 
ified chroughout, Rom. 5. 15. 

Q.. They tell me that Hebrew, Greek and La= 
tine 15 the Original , by which I may know the 
Scriptures; Is it Father? 

A. No Child, That which muſt give 
chee to know the Scriptures 1s the Spirit 
of God, for the Hebrews turned againſt 
the Apcſtles ( and the Grecians and the 
Romans) that was in their Origmal ; for 
in the beginning was the Word , before 
Hebrew, Grek and Latine was; all the 
Earth was of one language before Babel, 
which Nimrod the mighty Hunter began 
to build , which God confounded into 
many Languages; Moſes ſayes fo in Geneſis 
11. And Luke fayes, they fet a Super- 
—_— a top of Chriſt, in Hebrew , 

eck and Latine, and the Prieſts that was 
ſo buter againſt Chriſt, they knew not 
the Scriptures, nor Pilate that had the O- 

riginal, 
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riginal, Luke the 2oth. And ſo theſe conld 
not open Scriptures, ( Child ) and the 
Beaſt which killed the Saints , had power 
over Tongues, as well as Pilate, and the 
great Whore the falle Church which fits 
upon the Beaſt , ſhe firs upon the Tongues, 
which are called waters, Rev. 17. 

Q. But Father, who would have believed that 
the Beaſt ſhould ſit a top of our Orthodox men, 
aud leaders and guiders and watchmen , ſurel 
Father they have been the blind ones that have 
let the Beaſt and the Whore been upon them ; 
and was not Pilate as good an Orthedox man 
with his Original as our Miniſters , as theſe 
which the Beaſt and Whore fits upon , and had 
not he the Original Hebrew, Greek, and Latine, 
as well as they ? 

A. Yes Child, They are all like one 
another, but differs a little becauſe one 
get the ſheeps cloathing which Pilate 
had not, the outfide,Rev.rzzand I told thee 
Child before, that Hebrew, Greek and 
Latine, their Original ends at Babel, and 
there 1s the beginning of it, the many 
Languages, none of them are the Mini- 
{ters of the Word that calls that the Ori- 
gina], for in the beginning was the Word 
before the Original, the many Languages 
was, & ſo Pilate was as good an Orthodox 
man that perſecutor,& they all follow him 
that ſays Hebrew, Greek and Laine is the 

Original, 
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Original ; Ando the Original is the Word 
of God which lives & abides and endures 
for ever, Luke 23. and they are all of 
men and by men, and by naturals and by 
Schools and Colledges, and by Books and 
Rowls of Paper held up by men, and ſet 
up by men, that fayes the many Languges 
is the Griginal, Gzz. 11. and theſe are not 
the Preachers of the Word of God which

And their fruit hath 
declared it fince the dayes of the Apo- 
ſtles, Mark 16. 14. They are Antichriſts; 
Chriſt faith, ſwear not at all, they 
(wearz Chriſt ſaith, Love your enemies, 
Rom, 2. 5. they perſecute them and 
friends both , and theſe are enemies of

Saints now are come, praiſed be the 
Lord for ever, Rev. 12.

Q. Father, But did the Apoitles keep 
Chriſt=-maſs, and ſet up Michael-maſs, and 
ſet up Lam-maſs, and Martin-maſs , and 
Candle-maſs, & all the Saints dayes, which 
I 4 7) 
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zs tollerated in Almanacks , by that they call 
the Higher Power ? : 

A. Nay Child, The Apoſtle ſets them 
not up , they got up fince the dayes of 
the Apoſtles, for we read no ſuch thing 
among the Apoſtles, that they gave any 
ſuch command among the Saints con- 
cerning any ſuch things to be obſerved, 
for they all got up by the Apoſtate Chri- 
ſtians from the Apoſtles ſince the dayes of 
the Apoſtles, the Dragons power which 
is the lower out of truth, and not the 
Higher, Gal, 4- 1c. 2 Col. 16. 

Q, Father, Did the Apoſtles build houſ- 
es, and gives them the Saints names,and call 
them Churches ? 

A. Nay Child, It hath been ſuch as 
went forth from the Apoſtles, and killed 
them that have been in the Apoſtles life, 
and hath not been themſelves in the 
Church, and ſo ſers up wooden Church- 
es, and name them after the Apoſtles 
and Saints, and whom they like, which 
ſo d'd not the Apoſtles ; The Apoſtles 
cod the Saints they were the Church, 
Fpheſ. 3. 3c. and didnot tell the Saints, 
the Temple was the Church , nor the 
Synagogne the Church, 1 Co. 22. but 
they were the Church , they were the 
Tem- 
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Temple of Chriſt , and they were of 
his fleſh , and of his bone, and of his 
body. Now is the Judgement of the 
falſe Church come,the true Church be- 
ing come out of the Wilderneſs, which 
fleſhand bones and body ſhall be known 
again. 

Q. I b»t Father, Is nt the Steeple-houſe 
of Chriſt fleſh and bone , which the Prieſts 
tells us is the Church , and bids ws be good 
lads, and tells us we muſt come to the 
Church ? 

A. Nay Child , That Church is 
made of Lime and Stone,and Wood, and 
ſuch like, Matthew 16. 18. which the 
Church of Chriſt,the Pillar and Ground 
of Truth is builc up together of living 
{tcnes, and is of the fleſh of Chriſt, 
Which the gates of Hell cannot prevail 
againlt, 1 Pet. 2. 4+ 

Q. Bt Father, Was it au ortward Wood 
or a Forreſt that the Church fled into, that 
the Dragon was vvroth withal ? 

A. Nay Child, The Devil makes the 
World like 'a Wildernefle, and as thou 
comes to believe in the Light , thou 
comes out of the Wilderneſs, and thon 
wilt lee where the Wilderneſle 1s, where 
the Church hath been in the S_—_ 
Ince 
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fince the dayes of the Apoſtles; and ſo 
thou coming to the Light, thou wilt ſee 
Chriſt the Head of the Church which is 
the king, Prophet and Prieſt, which is 
everlaſting,and (o is his Church, Rev.12. 
455, 6- Mat. 1.3. Mark t. 5. Litke 2. 4s 
Fohn 1. 23. 

#Q. Father, Is all thoſe Teachers , Shep- 
herds and Miniſters, and Divines that Di- 
vine for Money,that Teacheth for filthy lucre, 
and Propheſie for money, and Shepherds 
that feeks for their Gain from their quarter 
and Preacheth for the fleece are ſuch as heout 
of the Docirine of the Prophets, Chri'ts the A- 
. poſtles ? 

A. Yes Child, For if they kad been 
in the Life of the Prophets, Chriſt and 
the Apoſtles, they would not have de- 
clared againſt them 3 Bur they be ſuch 
as be erred from the Prophets Life,Chriſt 
and the Apoſtles, and from their Spirit, 
therefore they areto be declared againſt 
and not heard, Trtus 1.11. Mich, 3« 11, 
Ezek, 34: 3» 

QC. Father, Bt are aot they to be heard ? 

A. Nay Child, They that be erred 
from the Prophets, Chriſt and the Apo- 
files Spirit they are nor tobe heard, for 
they will prophelie no longer then thou 
gives 
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gives them maintenance, and puts into 
their mouthes, they will Divine to thee 
no longer then thou gives them Money, 
they will teach thee no longer then 
thou gives them their filthy lucre, they 
will be a Shepherd to thee no longer 
then thou gives them the fleece z And 
they pretend to be the Shepherds, 
bur they are not , for they are nor 
able to keep the Dogs nor Wolves 
offrof thee, that be not in the ſpirit 
of the Prophets, Chriſt and the Apo- 
ſtles, in the Dominion, in the Image 
of God, whereby all the dread, all the 
Beaſts of the field, are dreaded and have 
Dominion over them, there is the True 
Shepherd; Child, Who is able to keep 
thee? And thoſe be in the Spirit of the 
Prophets, Chriſt and the Apoktles, out 
of the Spirit of them that Teach for 
fhlehy lucre, for the fleece, for Money, 
and will Preach peace to thee no longer, 
then thou wilt put into their mouths, 
Q. Father , Are they like unto Balaam 
that be not in the ſpirit of the Prophets, 
Chriſt and the Apoſtles , that loveth lucre, 
and Money, and the Fleece, and go no fur- 
ther then they have Money , Lucre and the 
Fleece ? 
A. Yea Child, Theſe be in Balaams 
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way, from the Spirit of God , and are 
not tobe heard, 

.Q. Father, And did not Balaams Aſſe 
ſpeak better then he, when he was erred fron 
the ſpirit # 

A. Yea Child, he taught him, 

Q. Father, Brit doth Balaams Aſe ſpeak, 
better then all our Profeſſors and Teachers 
that deny the Spirit .of God ſpeaking in 
them, and leading of them, as the Prophets, 
Apojiles and Saints had ? And yet ſpeak, 
the Prophets, Chrijts, and the Apoſiles words 


for Ivcre, but are erred from the Prophets, 


Chrijt aud the Apoſtles Life, doth Balaams 
Aſſe ſpeak, better then theſe ? 

A. Yea Child, For God opened his 
mouth and he rebuked the madneſle of 
the Prophet, though he had propheſied 
true before now; theſe Child, are not 
come fo far as he was, who teacheth for 
filthy lucre, and Divines for money, 
and Teachech for the Fleece,and curlies 
and. roars out of their Pulpits againſt 
thoſe that are contrary minded and led 
by the Spirit of God. 

Q. Father, How # i that all people ge= 
nerally ſpeaks plural , you to one, and they 
are tavght in the Bible, in the Accidence, 
and Grammar to ſpeak, ſingular,thou to one, 
and - 
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and you to many ? Whether or aoT, and we 
are not to ebry that which we are taught, and 
to prattice it, and in ſo doing, whether or no 
T am not to ſpeak, ſingular and plural , that is 
tbou to one, and you to many ? 

A. Yes Child , That is the propereſt 
ſpeech, you to many,& thou roone; and 
they that ſpeak contrary have degene- 
rated from their own mothers tongue, 
whether they be Engliſh, Duch, or high 
Dutch, French,or Spanilh,Greek, Latine, 
or Hebrew , Nehe. 1.5, For the Greek, 
Latine, and Hebrew , Dutch , French, 
Spani'h and Engliſh Bibles, . che Lan- 
guage is (ingular and plural, that is, thou 
ro one, and you to many, Als 2..v,4, 
And this is to be learned and pradiced, 
for if ye go to School, and learn the 
fingular and plural, that is thou to one, 
and you to many, and do not pradticeir, 
yelole your labour and time. 

Q. Father, They call all Novices, Tdiotc, 
and Fools, and unlearned , and vamannerly, 
that ſaith thou t9 a particular man or wo- 
man , and doth not ſay you to them; And 
yet ovr Maſter would have. whipt us if we 
ſhonld have ſaid in Latine plural , when we 
ſhor ld have ſaid ſingular, and called us fools, 
&c. Therefore what good doth this —

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. dows if we muſt not prattice ſingular ( thou 


to one) and prattice plural, you to many, what 
gourd doth the learning of that do ? For they 
that are learned and prafiice it not , are not 
they the fools and the novices , and thoſe 
be unmannerly ? For they that praGice that 
which they are taught , theſe are the mannerly 
people, and are come to diſtinguiſh , Are they 
not ? 

A. Yea Child. 

9. Father, How came up all theſe Names 
giv nto men and women as Wolves ,& Goats, 
and Dogs, and Heifers and Horſes, and Ser- 
pents, and ſnch like ? Eze. 22.27. Mat.7.15. 
AR. 1c.:. Pſal.22.15. Iiaz6.0. Mar.7.5 & 
Mat. 15.26. Phil. 2.7. Hoſea 10.11, Jer. 20. 
5.8. Mat.25.22. Zach.33, Mar, 23.33. 

A. Child, Since they were out of 
Truth, fince man was driven from God, 
in the tranſgrefiion they are all given 
fince the beginning , fince man loſt the 
image of God, Rem,c., 12. i$. Butas he 
cometh up in the image of God again, 
he cometh out of them, 1 Cr. 15. 49- 
Rom. $. 2c. To havea new name in the 
Lambs book of Life, Revel. 2:. 27. before 
the world began. For fince the begin- 
ning that the Image of God was loſt, 
they have come up, and as man and 
WOman 
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Women come up mn the Spirit of God, 
out of the tranſ{greiion into Chriſt Je= 
ſus the Image of God, the nature is 
deſtroyed which the names was too. 

Q. Father , How 1s it that the people in 
the World and all mankinde is of ſo many 
minds ? 

A. Child , This is all got up ſince 
the cranſgreſſion , fince the beginning, 
ſince man was drove from God into the 
earth , and the Image of God loft, and 
the life tranſgrefied. And this is in the 
ſtate of the firſt Adam drove from God, 
But as man and woman come np into 
the Spirit of God, 3 J»bx 6. 8. which 
they have tranſgreiſed , and up into 
Chriſt Jeſus the Power of God, the 
ſecond Adam, the Lord from heaven, 
Rom. 7. 9. Rom. EC. 1.7% Je 6.11, Which Re- 
deems them out of the Earth where they 
have been driven, upto God again, to 
reign upon it,through the Spiric,and the 
Powerof God, they ſhall be brought in- 
to one mind, and one loul, 1 Cor. 15.47. 
and one ({pirit and one heart, out of the 
many, Reel, 1. for the many 1s in the 
trani{greſton of the Spirit of God, And

Q., Father , They ſay except a man be- 
lieve in this” Catholick faith he cannot be 
ſaved , which #s expr-'ſſud in the Common 
Prayer Book, ; and they talk of Trinity in 
Unity us to be IWorſhipped ; I find no ſuch 
words wm Scriptures as to Worſhip Trinity in 
Unity ! 

A. No Child, There is not. 

Q._An4 Father , They tell me of Chriſts 
humane body,and humane fleſh;doth the Scrip= 
tyre ſpeak, of ſi:ch things, is not his fleſh from 
above, and doth net Chriſt ſay his fleſh comes 
from above which was the bread ? 

A. Yea Child, It was the firſt Adam 
who was carthly , but the ſecond is Hea- 
venly, and the Scriptures doth not 
ſpeak of Worſhipping a Trinity , but 
Worſhipping God who made Heaven and 
Earth,and it is the Faith that comes from 
Chriſt the Saviour that ſaves and makes 
whole, not the faith that men invents 
and makes. 

Q. Father, Are we to call the dayes by Sun- 
day, and Munday, and Treſday,and Wedneſ- 
day, and T brrſday, and t don and Satur- 
day; did the Saints of old call them ſo, as is 
ſet down in the Common Prayer Book ?

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A. NoChild, They were the Hea- 
then and Apoſtate Chriſtians which hath 
got up fince the Apoſtles dayes , who 
called them the firſt day , the ſecond 
day, the third, fourth, tifch, fixth,and 
feventh day, as thou may read in Gez.1, 
Chapt. and ſo all along the Prophets 
until the Apoſtles dayes, and lo theſe 
that calls them otherwiſe are the dark, 
Ignorant, Apoltate Teachers and Pro- 
feſlors, and Chriſtians that hath not yer 
left the Heathens nature, and calls the 
dayes after their fore-fathers, the Hea- 
thens, Suns, and Moons, and lo forth ; 
ſo they have ſhewed their nature,mind, 
life, and Spirit, notto be like the Pro- 
phers nor Apoſtles , though they have 
got the form of godlineſſe , but denyes 
vm er, inthe naming dayes, in 
theſe ſmall things, therefore thou maiſt 
think chey are ſhort in the higheſt 
things, for thou may ſee in this Com- 
mon-Prayer Book, where their faith 1s 
that named theſe dayes after the Sun 
and Moon, and the Heathen Gods. 

Q. Father , There is a Catechiſm , Viz. 
an Inſtruction to be learned by every Child, 
and in it they ak, me what is your name, #0r 
what i thy name , and they ask, who gave 
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you this name, i this ſence Father ?

9. And Father , they muſt ſay my God 
Fathers and God-mothers in my Baptiſm"and 
they queſtion ſo as in the plural,& the anſwer is 
71 the ſingular ) wherein T was made a mem- 
ber of Chriſt, a Child of God , and an In- 
heritor of the Kingdom of Heaven; and I do 
not read that God-fatbers , and God=-mo- 
thers gave children their names in the Scrip= 
tures, but ſometimes God did teach them to 
grve them their names, nor T do not read that 
God had a Father , or a Mother ; but are 
all theſe children made members of Chriſt in 
therr Baptiſme by ſprinkling a little water on

may £0 into the water,and not be born 
again,theythat are born again are mem- 
bers of Chriſt, who is the image of Ged, 
and God did give Names to his Peo- 
\ ple, and teach their Parents to give 
Names, and the Fathers gave Names, 
and the Mothers gave Names to chil- 
dren , without God-fathers or God- 
mothers, or a Prieft to ſprinkle them;

That they ſhould forſake the Devil 
and all his works, The pomps and vanities of 
this wicked World, And keep Gods Will and 
Commandments all the dayes { their lives x 
but T ſee they never hardly look, after them, 
if they did , how would þ:ople live in the 
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Dewils work:, and pomps and vanities of the 
world, and ſinful luſts of the fleſh, if they 
did , why would people live in the Devil; 
works ? 

A. Nay Child, They do nor that 
which they promiſe and vow; ſothey 
are promile-breakers and vow-breakers, 
and them that ſayes and do not; and 
theſe things have been ſpoken and ated 
by them which have been ont of the 
fear of God, in the Apoſtacy, from the 
Apoſtles and Saints. 

Q. And Father, The Prieſts and the Catc= 
chiſers ſayes, your God=fathers and God=-mo« 
thers did promiſe for you that you ſhould keep 
Gods Commandements, tell me which they 
be, they promiſed that your children ſhould 
keep them, and the child anſwers there be 
ten, andthat I muſt not kill, nor ſteal, wor 
covet, but love the Lord my Ged, and ſo forth; 
and keep holy the Sabbath day, and ſix dayes 
I muſt labour ; but how 15 4t that they keep

A. Child, This hath been all in the 
ſtate of ignorance , but. now people 
arecoming out of it, .to Chriſt the reſt, 
for the Sabbath day was not ſpoken to 
the Chriſtians to keep, but to the 
Jews; ſo the Chriſtians met upon the 
firſt day of the week, and neither the 
Chriſtians nor the Jews hadGod-fathers 
nor God-mothers to promiſe and vow 
for their Children,burt the Jews was to 
teach their Children the Law of God, 
which Chriſt is the end of. 

Q. Father, The Prieſts ackes the God-fa= 
thers and God-mothers, whether they forſakg 
the Devil and all his works, the vain pomps 
and glory of the world,all the covetous deſires 
of the ſame , the carnal deſires of the fleſh, 
not to be led by them; the God=fathers and 
God-mothers anſwers and ſayes, I forſake 
them all; How i it that they all live in 
them then ? | 

A. Child, Theſe are them that ſayes 
and do not, promiſe and vow and do 
not perform; for if they which chey 
call God-fathers & God- mothers, and 
Goflips did forlake the Devil and all 
his 
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his works, and the vain pomps, people 
would not be pampered up like Horſes 
and wild Heifers 5 And if they forſook 
the glory of the world, they would not 
be ſo much in vanity;if they forſook all 
covetous defires, and all carnal deſires 
of the fleſh, and not be led by them, 
we ſhould neither have Teachers, God- 
fathers nor God-mothers plead for fin 
then while they were upon the earth. 
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
